DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The instantly 
claimed method for the treatment or prevention of Helicobacter pylori (H. pylori ) 
infection is neither disclosed nor fairly suggested by the closest art of record: Imai et 
al (JP 63218652-A2 09-1988, abstract). Imai teaches (Abstract, lines 1-2) 
compounds of instant formula (I) where n=1 and R= C 6 aryl (phenyl). Imai further 
teaches (Abstract, lines 9-12) that these compounds can be employed in the 
prevention of ethanol-induced ulcers. Imai, however, neither teaches nor fairly 
suggests that these compounds may be used to treat or prevent H.pylori infections. 
The instantly claimed compounds, methods, compositions and kits are therefore 
patentable over the teachings of Imai.
